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There is no better standard of judging 
concerring the merits of any system of | 
morals or religion, recommended to the 
_ world for adoption. than to observe its 
effects upon the lives and manners of 


those who profess to be governed by it. 


Nowe is trne that. in every seet or de- 


nomination that has ever risen, bad men 
and hy pooritée) «bo would bring forth 
_ disgrace op any cause with which they 
* were connected, have contrived to creep 
in. It would be unfair, of course, to 
judge any system by such adherents as 
thege.. The best standard should always 
be ,taken.as exponents, for these may 
fairly be presumed to illustrate the 
merits as well as the defects of what- 
ever they profess. Now, if the doc- 
_ trines and creeds taught by Brigham 
Young and colleagues be judged by the 
standard laid down, we think, in more 
than one particular, their ioferiority 
must be apparent to all. 
We lay aside. for the present, the 
grave and borrid crimes which have 
deen v0 often and trnthfully charged up- 
on the Mormon Church of Utah, and 
which is believed to be a part of the 
policy of the peculiar religion which 
they prefess, and look into the daily and 
ordiwary habits and the rocial life of 
those professing the Mormon faith, and 
who are esteemed by themselves as well 
as the world outside, as burning and 
shining lights in the adopted faith.“ Do 
we find among these greater circum- 
spection of conduct, more elevated aims 
of actionsor a more conscientious ad- 
herence to principle and duty, than we 
do in those making no professions ofa 
saintly character? New. the doctrine 
or creed of any church that brings no 
reformation in heart or life. or that in 
no way restrains men in the commission 
of wrong, must be, in some way, defec- 
tive for these. What, then, will be 
thought of a system which tolerates pro- 
fanity. intemperance and dozens of other 
vices, in those prolessing it? How dis- 
reputable, then, does such conduct be- 
come. when practised by those who oc- 
cupy exalted positions in the Church of 
Utah. Yet we have known men here. 
enjoying the title of “Biskop,” who in- 
dulge in exactly such offences as we 
have named. Persons bave been cut off 
from the Mormon Church because of 
their association with “Gentiles,” but 
never for the commission of immorali- 
ties, while they professed faith in the 
Mormon creed, and yielded obedience 
to Mormon authorities. We are not 
sure, indeed, that the Mormon creed en- 
joiné anything fartber than what is em- 


hodiedin the two latter requirements. | 


We have seldom attended service. at the. 
Tabernacle, when we did not bear sen- 
timents inferring the above. or a tirade 
against the “Gentiles” and disloyalty to 
the Government. “These discourses in 
the Taberaacie are, however, suddenly 
reversed if a distinguished visitor hap- 
pens to attend.“ 


It is a well known faet. everywhere 
thong hont the country, that Gentiles“ 
are excluded from companioaship or so- 
cial iatercourse with the families of all 
good Saints“ residing in these valleys 
There is nothing that makes a Mormon 
Jose cast with bis brethren, or which js 
more severely reprobated by the church 
authorities, than the permission of a gen- 
tile to associate. on terms of uny kind 
of intimacy or friendship, with his fami- 
ly. Such a thing as Gentiles associating 
with Mermons here is unknown, and the 
motive for the exclusiveness which ex- 
ists is apparent to all. It is the natural 
result of the system under which they 

ive. and without which they could not 
exist. 
The Sultan of Constantinople puts 
sentries at the entrance to bis harem, to 
keep off all intruders. High walls serve 
the purpose here of sentinels, although 
we have heard of the latter being em- 
ployed at Brigham's gate. 
The Mormon authorities know full 
well that if their wires asd daughters 
are permitted to mingle with the outer 
world, they will soon gain a knowledge 
of their position, and of the respect and 
attention which women elsewhere com- 
mand, and their dissatistaction would 
eventually lead io revolt. | 

There are other characteristics of Mor- 
mon society, which certainly, to say the 
least, appear incensistent. The system 
of polygamy which they practice and 
which the Mormon leaders try to upbold 
by their false teachings and revelations, 
should be revolting, under any elreum- 
stances, to the refined taste of woman.

Jocelyn at Sweetwater Bridge, a hundred 
miles or more east of Fort Bridger, on the 
California—South Pass route, will be 
read with interest — 
Swrkrwarxx BRipcx. 
10 p. m., 6th July. 1865. 
VxDE — Col. George with escort ar- 
rived here to-day. 
ten men immediately proceeded to brenk 
in line, ten miles below, and repaired it;
